Last Ereaing. 

RELI0I0U8 PROBLEMS. 



E. J. Clark, B.A;, Reads Interest- 
ing Paper on Hume's "Dia- 
logue on Natural Rel gion." 



The Philosophical Society held a 
very interesting meeting last evenlns 
In Strathcona hall. The business 
part of the meeting wus soon con- 
cluded. Owing to the departure of 
Jlr. V. S. Green, the treasurer of the 
society, 'o. Kllneberg was Instructed 
to perform -the duties of secretary 
treasurer. The president then called 
upon Mr. R. J. Clark, B.A.. to' road 
his paper on' Hunie's "Dialogue on 
Natural Religion." ■ 

The dialogues of Hume's natural 
religion form a unique work which 
had a profound Influoncp on the sub- 
Bequent cour.se of the philosophy "f 
religion. The work Ih eliiofly of Im- 
portance On account of the apprecia- 
tion which It met with In Germany, 
along with tlic whole of Hume's 
other works. Their Importance may 
bo judgod from the fact that Kant 
says that Hume's works aroused him 
fi'om his dogmatic ° blumbers; and 
started him on that train of think- 
ing which was to give the world' bis 
epoch making works. In the .particu- 
lar field of the Philosophy of Relig- 
ion this was the fli-st work in whlon 
a critical examination of the ideas 
of l^heology, and the extent to whicli 
the ideas of tlie Deity was taken 'Jp 
and subjected to a thorough examin- 
ation, according to solcntiflc prlni;!- 
ples. Hume laid great stress on the 
principle of causation and hy hia In- 
sistence upon it he ,wa.s enabled to 
produce a work that différend in all 
respects . from anything that had pre- 
viously appeared. He laid great stress 
on experience, and he would have no 
confidence in, any'' of the pievlouoly 
accepted a priori arguments on '^vhirJi 
all previous theological arguments had 
l«:en founded. He subjects all these 
arguments' to his idea of experience; 
anything: which has no fouii()ation Fn 
experience he. will have none of. Ho 
divides the' niadn ' argument ut .'ils 
book Into two parts. Thé first part 
Is the argument from design In the 
v/orld; this In IIume(s hands leads 
to the conclu.sion that there must bo 
some sort of desiun, in the world. But 
wen so, Willi this admitted, ther^ is 
only required an explanation of the 
order whlcli is evident in the world, 
To this end there Is required not a 
principle to explain the existence of 
the external world; this is obviously 
something which can never be arrived 
at from empirical : consideration ot 
the external world, and can never, 
therefore, be arrived at at all. AH 
that can possibly -be demanded Is an 
explanation of the °'' 4 fl^i ^ |t^|Lt|{^j 
end an ordering afeeiUi«WlI?tlS't^oan 
'be demanded. 

Then follows the second part of the 
argument, name)y, as to how far tiie 
supposed infinite and beneficent at- 
tril)iitps of God can be inferred from 
.X consideration of the nature of His 
worK-.s. Tills, he says, cannot ha 
done. All that can be arrived- at is 
the conclusion that the deity Is ,of 
such'Ti nature that he mustibe cor.- 
sldernd as strictly limited. The world 
might be considered as the work of 
a broken down deity In his dota'jo. 
Again 'this Idea Is brought' forHard 
when he considers the problem of evil 
In the world. There are four chief 
sources of this evil. Plrst, the ^bid 
workmanship' of the world.' The sec- 
ond Is the 'fact that pain a«; well as 
pleasure is^us'éd as an; incentive to 
action. In the third place this is 
made ■\vorac by the fact that the uni- 
verse is governed by general laws, 
and' thus any voluntary action to 
avoid pain is prevented. Then, agaîn, 
he asks if there l.s any evil In the 
world, how can this be reconciled 
' with the idea of an omnipotent deity. 
If ho is both able and benevolent, 
whence, then. Is oyll? Tiie last part 
Is devoted to a practical criticism of 
the Idea that after ait the world con-- 
tains more happiness than e^ill. Which, 
then, was. In favour with the theo- 
logical party? He holds that there 
Is more evil than good- in the '\^orld,- 
and concludes that the 'idea that the 
attributes of perfection and infinity 
and goodness can not be given to him, 
and he concludes that he js entirely 
Indifferent to both natural and '-mor.il 
evil. I ' ., 

Considerable discussion followed Mr. 
Clark's very Interesting analysis, of 
Hume's work. Mr. B. Benjamin, B.A., 
spoke at some length on various 
probleri^s raised during the çourse of 
thç' paper, criticizing and comment- 
ing upon the arguments presented by 
the different disputants in the Dia- 
logue. Mr, Benjamin pointed out 
that Hume's discussion of the mor.il 
a.ttributes of the Deity was written 
with the direct intention of refuting

The meeting put Itself on 
record as being unanimously in favor 
of the resolution as read. 

Mr. Bourke, .'20, the Arts représenta - 
tlve to the. Union House Committee, 
then asked for the opinion- of the 
meeting on the question of a Union 
dance such lis took pUace in the 
Union last winter. A motion was 
made that the society express 
its approval of such an event, and 
this motion also Was carried. 

Mr. Levy, '19, then suggested that' 
a committee be formed for the pur- 
po.se of collecting a financial contri- 
bution for the relief of those wiio 
have suffered In the Halifax disaster. 
Tlie meeting was unanimous in Us 
decision that such a committee 
should bo formed. The President then 
stated that If no. bettor plan was put 
forward ho would appoint the Presi- 
dent andl secretary of each class to 
look after this matter.

SOCIAL QUESTIONS' DIS- 
CUSSED. 

Weekly Âible Study Groups are 
I Proving Attraet:nre and In- 
spire Intereit. 

About fifty studefffs sat down, to 
the Bible Study Supper at StrathcohH 
Hall last evening at 6 p.m. After re- 
galing themselves with beans and 
other good things, members of study 
groups went to their respective meet- 
ing places to engage In extension Bible 
Study. ' 

The chairman announced that nej:t 
Sunday afternoon. Principal Ritchie, 
of the -Congregational Institute, Xott- 
iiigham, England, would address a 
maas meeting of students In the large 
iKiil at 2.30 p.m. Bible Study men 
are urged to bear the meeting Ki 
mind, and to work up a good attend- 
ance. 

John Bradford / was, as usual, sur- 
rounded with a group of men seri- 
ously Interested In the social ques- 
tions of the day. The topic for dis- 
cussion was "Immigration." From 
his close, practical experience with 
ai: phases of this problem, the spea'.<- 
er was able to glve a wealth of Infor- 
mation, first hand, the result of mucn 
arduous labour and original rescarcn 
not from documents, but from ibo 
pages of experience. 

Mr. Bradford pointed out the sym- 
pathy and. practical help that the 
foreigner stands in need of. Amons 
many of the good things he said n.-ia 
that nothing Is being done by .lur 
Government or churches or schools to 
assimilate these people, hence In Icis 
than _teii. ye.ars ■\ye shall be sufferii!.!j 
from national indigestion. And yet 
the country needs these men; 95 per 
cent, of the construction work, in' our' 
cities, and the gréât west is done by' 
them. ' Immigration has Increased In 
the last decade 170 per -cent. Rea- 
sons^ for the Increase are shown oa 
follows: ' ' 

(1) Because of our exceptiOnill in- 
dustrial opportunities. 

(2) Becujuse uf advertising i^y 
steamship and transportation cor,)- 
paniesi 

Ci) Because of improved and cheap- 
ened trartsportatlon facilities, and 

(4) Because wages and standards 
of living are lower in European coun- 
tries than here. 

And the variou.s effects of tneir 
'coming — 

(1) ICconumic digplacemeiit. Our 
men will not work alongside these 
foreigners. • 

(2) Social. They bring, with them a 
lower standard of morals than tlrit 
tc which we are accustomed. 'They 
are compelled for various reasons to 
a stinted kinil of living. Thoy have 
to provide for themselves, for their 
people at. home, and at the same time 
save somothlng to bring their, famil- 
ies over here. ' Little wonder, then, 
that tliey live in segregated colonies, 
and on two dollars a week. As 'An 
Instance of the o^'crc^owoing, the 
speaker quoted ii house on Clark St., 
where In, four rooms, not more than 
1« feet square, tliero were housed 330 
men, givliig an allowance of 150 c.c. 
of air to each one. Instead of the 450 
c.c. necessary. No' wonder then, thi'.t 
there Is tuberculosis- and other kin- 
dred diseases 'developed among' the 
foreign speaking peoples. 

These people arc being constantly 
exploited by boarding houses, by em- 
ployment bureaus and by clever 
crooks of their own nationality. 

Pointing out some; of the needs, 
Mr. Bradford said thpy needed: • 

(a) ' Protection from these and other 
evils. 

(b) Education In our language, cus- 
toms and national ideas. 

(c) Social and recreational facili- 
ties, and 

(d) A now religion, the* interpreta- 
tion of Christianity through uifseltlsh 

service. ;,4jfta&fei^fr^.' 

Mr. Brad^îS^^^éaJçd strongly to 
young fello'ws,"' ''wlio in future might 
1)0 running construction gangs, to 
get out during their eollogo days, anJ

The reasons given for presenting the 
petition arc that many of the college men who have votes in out-of- 
town constituencies, wish to go home in order to cast their votes, 
and tliat a very large number of the others are actively engaged 
in work connected with the election, and hence would have to be 
absent from lectures on election day, in any case. There have been 
requests on every hand for Univei-sity men to act ts poll-clerks and 
scrutineers, and these have certainly not been opposed by the Uni- 
versity authorities in any way. It would therefore appear some- 
what inconsistent if the students who have obtained- employment 
in these capacities arc to be blamed for absenting themselves from 
college on tlie day of the election. 

The petition seems to express the unanimous desire of the un- 
dergraduate body, and as such is worthy of at least a thoughtful 
consideration on tlie part of the authorities. The fact that this is 
to be no ordinary election has been emphasized at/ various times. 
Surely if the students of McGill arc to be credited with takiugtan 
intelligent interest in the affairs of their country and empire, they 
will be permitted to "take a day off" in ordér to play tkeir.part 
in it. 

With regard to this action on the part of the undergraduates 
here at McGill, avc understand that at Toronto University lectures 
arc to close on the 14th of the month, by reason of the election 
and the keen interest taken in it by the students. Let Us hope that 
the McGill authorities will see their way clear towards taking ac- 
tion in the matter; we are convinced that they will find tîiat if the 
petition is gi-antcd the wor^i of the .students will not suffer in any 
Avay from the slight increase in tiic length of the Christmas holi- 
days. ,

RELIGION AFTER THE WAR. 



That the larger Interests of relig- 
ion have suffered In consequenve of 
the war, we have never seen more 
frankly admitted, or conclusively ar 
gued than In the recent address of a 
professor in a theological seminary. 
Dr. ' McGiffert, just elected president 
of Union Seminary, took up, at the 
scholastic year, the whole qucHtlon of 
the relation of the students, and the 
clergymen to be, to the work and prob 
lems created by the war. Of' the right- 
eousness of the conflict In which the 
country is engaged he ' has no doubt. 
But this does not blind him to the 
fact, that It has brought a certain dis 
credit upon Christianity, and that 
among llie institutions which will be 
In need of recuperation after the war 
Is the Christian Church —"indeed, all 
religion. Dr. McGiffert devotes sev 
eral pages of his address to the heed 
of '"religious reconstruction" when 
peace comes. 

Sticking close to tlie fundamentals, 
he maintains that the world's 'Yaith in 
God" must be "revolutionized." Ev- 
ery one with a sense of reverence has 
been shocked by the Kaiser's frequent 
calling upon "Gott." But, that Is an 
old habit of the German war-lords. It 
Is not really so blasphemous as it 
sounds. And, as Dr. McGiffert does 
not fall to point out, thlx religious 
awkwardness and inconsistency in 
war has not left the withers of otiicr 
nations and other leaders unwrung. 
Using great plainness of speech, ho 
says: 

The God of all the world who in a 
a crisis becomes my God alone,- -r 
my nation's God alone, is too gross a 
contradiction to be ' tolerated in the 
future by right-minded men. Too 
long, while our theology has been 
monotheistic, our practical' creed? 

Too com- 
monly we have read our God in pro- 
Christian terms, and Have ascribed to 
him the partiality of the Jewish Jah- 
we for his chosen people. The evils 
of this ante-Christian interpretation 
of 'the God the Christian nations wor- 
ship — the evils of transforming the 
God of all the world into a triljal 
deity — have never been so apparent 
as in the present conflict. Chris- 
tianity must cut itself completely 
loose from such a theism as this if It 
is to regain the confidence of. the 
world. , 

The way .In which this is to be 
done remains somewhat obscure. It 
is doubtful If many of the crude; Ideas 
how set afloat about "rediscovering" 
and "reinterpreting"' the Almighty 
wiU long survive. . Clouds and mys- 
tery wlU' always ^surround the dwell- 
ing-place of the Most High. Tlie 
kind of faaniilar and everyday "Oç'l" 
wliloh Mr. Wells has invented for 
the sake of the soldiers in the 
trenches — a deity of whom Frederic 
Harrison has been making irreverent 
fun (irreverent to Mr. Wells, we 
mean) — seems unlikely to do muc!i 
•to remove the reproach which the 
war has cast upon religion. Nor is 
there much more promise in the re-

VOU ARE INTERESTED. 

An extremely interesting lecture op 

Food Kconomy was delivered before 
the Ca)i«diau Club yesterday by Miss 
Arnold, of Simond's College. Miss 
Arnold Is one of a commute of eight 
appointed to advise Mr. Hoover, fie 
Kood Controller of U. 8. In the great 
task that he has undertaken, of sav- 
ing food that help may be given our 
allies, who are deprived of only too 
many of the necessities ot. life, to 
say nothing of the luxuries. 

Miss Arnold quoted Mr. Hoover in 
saying Russia dropped out of the war 
because of famine; Italy is very near 
that condition, and If the monied pe t- 
pie of our nation do not practice food 
economy so that the less fortunate 
people of our nation and other na- 
tions may have sufficient to keep 
body and soul together, then the war 
will be lost. 

"Whenever we eat, we must con- 
elder," said Miss Arnold, "that we 
are sitting at the head of a lont; 
table, • our soldiers and those ot our 
Allies, with the French people, the 
Italians, and the Belgians and Ser- 
bians, at the foot. What we take 
to tat, tlicy cannot have, and If we 
lake too much or waste it, then the 
plate passed on down to them is emp« 
t:% 

"But It is nbt a question of doing 
our bit," as the people in America 
say. "Our slogan is, " as President 
Wilson said, "We are In to do our 

utmost." ' 

In regard to the sugar problem, 
some statistics will be of interest, 
lîefore the war, Italy's consumption 
nt Bugar per capita was 12 Iba. per 
>eo;-, France's, 18, and Great Brit- 
ain's 28. m North America each man, 
w iman and child consumed 90 lbs. 
r' bugar a year.* Sir George Poster, 
^Ilnister of Trade and Commerce, 
speaking in Ottawa, said that if oho 
lump ot sugar instead of three wore 
used by Canadians, or orte teaspoon 
of sugar instead of three, the sav- 
ing would be sufficient to meet tUt 
demands of Italy, Oreait Britain and 
France. ' ^ 

"But now," as Miss Arnold declar- 
ed, "wo must do still more — we mu:t 
dc our very 'utmost' to save, for the 
Cuban crop of cane sugar, whence Is 
derived practlciUy all the sugar used 
in Canada and U. S., has proved a 
partial failure, and this year's crop 
will be about 2.5 per cent, below tho 
average." A great many sweets aro 
being suggested at the present time 
as Kiibflltutes for our ordinary .su- 
gar. Brown sugar, and 6ther lesj- 
relit:ed sugars are much sweeter, ai. 
are also the grain syrups in common 
use. And candy/ may be jnade with- 
out sugar by the use of tigs, dates, 
riilsins, nuts, etc. 

As Mr. Van Norden, a member ot 
tl'.e U. S.- Food Administration stat- 
ed, "The oiitcomè of the war niuat 
lie decided in the kltchens of Canad» 
and the United States during the com- 
ing year. It is up to Canada; it Is 
to the United States, to supply tho 
greh.! quantities of foodstuffs that our 
Allies must receive Uils yw. and if 
we do not. It we fall them, the war 
1a going to end, and It Is not going 
to end , in the favour ot our AlUos 
and in oiir own favour."

THE evolution of Clothes from tHe dawn 
of hktory' to the efficiency tailoring' of 
todayilé1|ailiWirié» radical changes. The 
earliettTimBTMormd . hit hair with feathers 
and hia back with sldna. About 2500 B.C. the 
Egyptian dressed in a gown of linen. With 
the comingof hone*, about 850 B.C., the gown 
became a divided jidrt. ' The traders of the 
Mediterranein first introduced breeches into 
Britain.

H The costumes of. the Thirteenth . Century 
were rich .and ample, but the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury watàa,cia,of,çxtrawgancé.i;K;wat tjipn 
that glovet'became laioirn,^'ànd a' tailor was 
first spoken of.

1 The styles familiar in the tales of Robin 
Hood were in voguC^ during the time of King 
Edward V. It was then that vests began to 
be worn, or what has developed into a vest 
from the doublet worn under the surcoat. 

T Men were more extravagant than women 
in the Elisabethan Period. A close.fitting 
doublet with wide sleeves, ornamented, was 
worn by the nun of this period, 

If The Cavalier Period, with broad brim hat, 
Vandyke collars, and knee breeches begins at 
the time of Charles I. The beau of that dayi 
must be slim, graceful and elegant.

read v system begin to attain that 'perfcctiott . 
which today makes it the accepted form of 
buying good clothes. 

f Today the merchant tailor has to argue 
that his product is neariy as good as Semi- 
ready tailoring.
